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California Success Story 

With the success of Disneyland, 
Walt Disney began to think of a 
second park. Walt wanted an area 
on the other side of the country 
which had a pleasant year-round 
climate and thought of Florida. 
After studying surveys, Walt de- 
cided that the Orlando area would 
offer the best opportunities for 
a new theme park. A total of 
27,000 acres was purchased 
southwest of the city. 


The Announcement 

Walt unveiled his new project 
at the Cherry Plaza Hotel in Or- 
lando on November 15, 1965. He 
even dropped hints of a “model 
community, a City of Tomorrow.” 
But Walt’s death a year later caused 
confusion. Roy Disney was 73 
years old and ready to retire, but he 
remained on the job to see that 
Walt Disney World was built. The 
problems of constructing a “City of 
Tomorrow,” called EPCOT, had 
not been fully addressed by Walt, 
so Roy decided, "Let's build our 
Magic Kingdom first.” 


October 1, 1971 

After a massive construction 
project, The Walt Disney World 
Magic Kingdom opened. Around 
it was something Walt Disney 
had dreamed about in California, 
but never had— "the blessing of 
size." In size the park was similar 
to Disneyland, but there was more 


—two luxury hotels, golf courses, 
lakes and lagoons offering fishing 
and water sports, and a camp- 
ground. Within a few years came 
a shopping village with its own 
hotel plaza, an additional golf 
course, a golf resort hotel, a water 
park, and many other facilities for 
guests. Roy Disney was on hand 
to dedicate his brother's dream. 
He died two months later. 


The Future Is Now 

The Florida park was an im- 
mediate hit, and soon it was felt 
the time had come to pursue 
EPCOT, an Experimental Pro- 
totype Community of Tomorrow. 
With the help of advisors, Disney 
designers worked out plans for a 
park encompassing Future World 
and World Showcase. From the 
announcements in 1975 to the 
opening in October, 1982, there 
was a frenzy of activity on the 
Florida property. While the first 
phase of Walt Disney World had 
cost $440 million, costs on EPCOT 
reached $1 billion. The name be- 
came EPCOT Center as designers 
realized that the whole Orlando 
property was the "experimental 
prototype community." 


New Attractions 

The Magic Kingdom had opened 
with some attractions similar to 
those at Disneyland, but also with 
its own unique attractions. The 
Country Bear Jamboree first made 


its appearance there, as did the 
Hall of Presidents. Space Moun- 
tain debuted in 1975 (two years 
before its arrival at Disneyland), 
as did the Carousel of Progress, 
which had moved out from 
Disneyland. Big Thunder Moun- 
tain Railway was unveiled in 
1980. And now, Splash Mountain 
is rising in Frontierland. 

EPCOT Center has added new 
pavilions dedicated to Horizons, 
the Seas, and Wonders of Life; 
Morocco and Norway joined 
World Showcase. A whole new 
park opened in 1989, a real, 
working movie studio at The 
Disney-MGM Studios Theme 
Park. Pleasure Island brought 
nighttime entertainment for 
grownups, and Typhoon Lagoon 
a water adventure park. 


Twenty Years of Happiness 
It took less than five years for 
Walt Disney World to welcome its 
50-millionth visitor. The 100- 
millionth arrived in 1979, the 
200-millionth in 1985, and the 
300-millionth in 1989. Walt 
Disney World has become a uni- 
que entertainment and vacation 
center much grander than that 
ever envisioned by Walt Disney. 
Butthese first 20 years have only 
been a prologue. In the original 
Disney Channel special Walt

Pet Pointers 


PICKING A PET 
FOR YOUR FAMILY 


Sooner or later, almost every 
child asks the question that plants 
a parent firmly on the fence: Can 1 
have a pet? So it’s only sensible 
that before answering “no” or 
“yes,” parents should carefully 
consider whether and when to 
make an animal part of the family. 
Should over-worked parents say 
yes to a pet even before a child is 
old enough to be of much help 
taking care of it? How much help 
should you realistically expect 
from children, no matter their 
ages? What kind of pet makes the 
most sense for your family? And 
perhaps most importantly, why 
should families with limited 
resources of time and money in- 
troduce yet another complication 
to already over-complicated lives? 

The answer to the last question, 
at least, is clear. A growing body of 
expert opinion and scientific 
research show that pets are good 
for children in all sorts of ways. 
“Having a pet can help a child to 
develop a sense of self-esteem.” 
says Lynette A. Hart, Ph.D., who 
directs the Human-Animal Pro- 
gram at the University of Califor- 
nia, Davis School of Veterinary 
Medicine. “When children do some- 
thing to an animal, it reacts. This 
reaction gives children experience 
in learning that what they do has

creature, an experience that’s ab- 
sent for growing numbers of chil- 
dren who have one—or no—sib- 
lings. Pets may even help children 
make friends, recent research 
suggests. At least children with 
pets are more socially competent 
and confident than kids who don’t 
have them. 

Parents who don't already have 
a pet often decide to wait until 
children are seven or eight before 
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getting one. But a recent study of 
188 Kansas State University stu- 
dents suggests that if one of your 
reasons is to instill a life-long love 
of animals, you should probably 
get a pet before your child is six. 
Children who had a pet before age 
six were much more likely to form 
a close attachment to the animal 
than those who got their first pet 
after age 10, the study showed. And 
those who bonded to pets in early 
childhood were much more likely 


to own pets when they grew up. 


As for expecting a child age six 
or younger to take care of a pet— 
to feed, walk, groom and clean up 
after the animal—Hart recom- 
mends parents be realistic. “The 
mother is the one who usually 
winds up assuming the main re- 
sponsibility for the pet,” she says. 
Even children much older than 
six may need parents’ help to be 
responsible. Don't take care of a

15 CHOCOLATE 
MILK O.K.? 


Parents and school officials have 
long debated whether chocolate 
milk should be regularly offered 
children as part of their meals. 
The worry is that chocolate milk 
might replace part of the meal, 
reducing its overall nutritional 
value. A team of nutrition re- 
searchers from New York Uni- 
versity studied the milk drinking 
habits of 60 sixth graders during 
lunchtime. They found that kids 
do opt for chocolate milk if it’s of- 
fered, and they drink more of it 
than they do of regular milk. In- 
terestingly, the total calorie in- 
take and percentage of fat calo- 
ries were actually reduced in the 
meals eaten with chocolate milk, 
and the children who drank 
chocolate milk also got more 
calcium and other nutrients 
because of the greater volume of 
milk consumed.

pet for an older child, recommends 
Dr. Benjamin Spock, and don’t 
threaten that the pet will be his- 
tory if things don’t change. Simply 
remind the child, firmly, that it’s 
time—right now—to feed or walk 
the pet or change its cage. In other 
words, Spock advises parents to 
make sure the pet gets taken care 
of, but not to do it themselves. 

How much care a pet needs de- 
pends partly on what kind of pet it 
is. And as luck would have it for 
harried parents, the highest main- 
tenance pet is also the most pop- 
ular—the dog. All dogs are not 
equal, of course, when it comes to 
their suitability for kids, as Hart 
and her veterinarian-husband 
Benjamin L. Hart explain in their 
book, The Perfect Puppy: How to 
Choose Your Dog by Its Behavior. 
In the book the Harts construct 
behavior profiles of 56 of the most 
popular American Kennel Club 
breeds, from Afghan hounds to 
Yorkshire terriers. The profiles are 
based on the assessments of vets 
and dog show judges. 

In families with children, two 
traits are particularly important, 
Ben Hart explains. One is the ani- 
mal’s tendency to exert domi- 
nance over its owner. Among the 
breeds ranked lowest in this trait 
are golden retrievers, collies and 
bloodhounds; among those ranked 
highest are Afghan hounds, Sibe- 
rian huskies and fox terriers. “Half 
of the dogs in shelters are there for 
problem behavior,” Hart points 
out, “and the number one prob- 
lem is aggression.” So it makes 
sense, first of all, to select a breed 
that’s unlikely to be aggressive or 
try to exert dominance over peo- 
ple, including small children. 

The second key trait is a dog’s 
tendency to snap at children. 
“However hard we try to train 
young children not to abuse or 
pester a dog until it becomes ir- 
ritable, we cannot count on a child 
always following instructions,” the 
Harts write. In general, small dogs 


„аге more likely to snap at children 


than large dogs, Ben Hart notes. 
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"For kids, stay away from terriers 
and schnauzers as a rule." 

What carefully selecting a breed 
won't help with, of course, is the 
bottom-line investment of atten- 
tion, time and energy a dog—any 
dog—requires. Parents unable or 
unwilling to devote the time and 
attention might consider a cat, not 
usually thought to be a good "chil- 
dren's" pet. "Cats usually aren't 
too interactive with children," 
notes Ben Hart. “Among the more 
outgoing breeds are the Burmese, 
the Siamese, the domestic short 
hair. Still, kids should be older, 
and you should get the animal as 
a kitten, so it will get used to being 
picked up and handled." 

If a cat isn't in the cards, think 
about acquiring a rabbit, a guinea 
pig or a bird. "I sort of like rabbits 
for apartments and smaller 
homes," says Lynette Hart. "They 
do tend to chew electrical cords, 
but they can be litter trained, and 
they don't spray, bark or scratch 
furniture." As for guinea pigs, Hart 
counts among their many virtues 


Shopping for Kids 


SOME SHOULDS 
FOR SHOES 


Just watching your crawling 
baby get vertical—and walk— 
seems to inspire parents to seek 
and find the best shoes, almost as 
a symbolic trophy to celebrate the 
new skill. But do kids benefit from 
the shoes parents buy? And as 
children mature, just what factors 
should parents be considering 


as children's pets that they're cute, 


cuddly and playful, yet they don't 
skitter around like hamsters, and 
they're not as easily lost or squash- 
ed. "Birds are very popular, too," 
says Hart. "But they tend to attach 
themselves to a single person, and 
may take a dislike to other people 
—which can be a problem in a 
family pet." 

Despite all the benefits and op- 
tions, your answer to the question 
almost every child asks—‘“Can I 
have a pet?"—may be "no." Aller- 
gies, space constraints, time de- 
mands and financial consider- 
ations may all come into play. But 
whether or not children have pets 
of their own, they can still learn to 
appreciate animals. Some ways 
parents can help them develop a 
sense of compassion and under- 
standing for other species include 
visiting the zoo or a farm, going on 
a nature hike, reading books or 
magazines about animals, or watch- 
ing television programs that ex- 
plore animal behavior.

IS YOUR CHILD GIFTED? 


What does it mean to say that a 
child is “gifted?” How soon can 
parents expect to see the first signs 
of unusually high intelligence or 
artistry, even genius, in young- 
sters? And what can be done to 
nurture a child’s gifts—whatever 
those gifts might turn out to be? 

Parents shouldn't be shy if they 
suspect their child is gifted, dis- 
missing their hunch as wishful 
thinking. One study suggests that 
chances are better than even that 
the parents are right. Over the 
years, researchers at the Robert 
Wood Johnson Medical School in 
New Brunswick, New Jersey, have 
surveyed hundreds of parents 
who've contacted the school's 
Gifted Child Clinic about having 
their three-, four- and five-year- 


olds tested. 

Even though only about two 
percent of the population is gifted 
— defined as having ап I.Q. of 132 
or higher—about 60 percent of the 
preschoolers referred to the clinic 
test out as super smart, says psy- 
chologist Barbara Louis, one of the 
researchers. Furthermore, parents 
of children who are, in fact, gifted 
tend to say different kinds of 
things about their children than 
parents of average children. 

"Knowing the alphabet and 
numbers are definitely not good 
indicators of which children are 
really gifted," says Louis. "Neither 
is an early interest in books, or 
early reading." Instead, parents of 
kids who turn out to be gifted are 
most likely to mention two other 
characteristics: memory and ab- 
stract thinking. 

“Almost all the parents of gifted 
children tell stories about how the 
child remembered something that 
happened only once, a year ago,” 
says Louis. “Or they mention an 
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uncanny memory for places, like | 


one three-year-old who was re- 
ported to have remembered which 
way to turn at an intersection to 
get to a friend's house, when he'd 
been there only once, several 
months before." 

A gifted child's precocious com- 
mand of abstract thinking fre- 
quently shows up in vocabulary. 
"Many very young gifted kids un- 
derstand the meaning of abstract 
words, like ‘joy’ or ‘sadness, " says 
Louis. “And their parents report 
that when they hear new words, 
they invariably ask what they 
mean, then use them later in new 
contexts, showing the ability to 
generalize what they've learned." 

But what does it mean to say 
that a child is gifted? According to 
Michael Lewis, M.D., who directs 
the New Jersey clinic, there are 
two schools of thought. "Some 
people take it to mean a general 
intellectual ability, usually mea- 
sured by I.Q.,” says Dr. Lewis. In 


this view, a single “g factor” (gen- 
eral intelligence) enables those 
who possess it to excel at what- 
ever they do, providing, of course, 
they apply themselves to master 
the necessary skills. 

But a growing number of re- 
searchers, including Harvard 
University psychologist Howard 
Gardner and Yale University 
researcher Robert Sternberg, 
believe that there are different 
kinds of intelligence, rather than a 
single "g factor.” In other words, 
extraordinary ability in one spe- 
cific area does not guarantee the 
same in other fields. Among the 
specific areas of intelligence that 
researchers mention are language, 
mathematics, music, spatial de- 
sign, interpersonal or social skills, 
and personal insight. 

“Someone may be gifted in 
music but be terrible in mathe- 
matics, or geography, or just may 
not have much basic common 
sense when it comes to dealing

with other people," Lewis says. In 
fact, after working with many 
gifted children, Lewis and others 
agree that some children fit into a 
category that sounds like a para- 
dox: gifted children who have 
learning disabilities. One three- 
year-old girl did as well as an aver- 
age nine-year-old when it came to 
reproducing complex drawings of 
geometrical figures, solving spatial 
puzzles and mazes, and perform- 
ing other visual tasks. But her 
speech was well below normal, at 
the level of a two-year-old. 

How soon can parents tell if a 
child is gifted? 

Sooner than most people think, . 
according to Lewis, who points to ~ 
four signs of giftedness that 
emerge before a child is a year old. 
The first sign is something that 
drives most new parents to dis- 
traction: a baby who doesn’t want 
or need much sleep. 

“They don’t sleep for long 
stretches of time,” says Lewis, 
“and they tend to resist napping.” 


A second early sign of giftedness, 
according to Lewis, is a baby 
who's extremely attentive, and 
spends a lot of time looking 
around, seemingly studying the 
environment, and listening to 
what's going on. À third sign is 
earlier-than-average development 
of anxiety about strangers—as ear- 
ly as four or five months of age 
rather than eight months. This 
may be a sign of accelerated cog- 
nitive development, Lewis notes. 
The final sign is an unusually 
large vocabulary by the age of 
one. "At this stage, most kids 
would be saying words like Mam- 
ma and Dadda," says Lewis, "but 
the gifted child would also say 
words like knife or stone." 

These four early signs of gifted- 
ness often occur together, Lewis 
notes, adding that they're by no 
means fail-safe indicators. Some 
kids who sleep like angels or who 
don't say a word at the age of one 
year may turn out to be brighter 
than the infant insomniacs who 


talk circles around them. "What- 
ever potential for giftedness a baby 
brings into the world must be de- 
veloped,” says Lewis. 

In general, Lewis and other ex- 
perts on child development agree, 
parents should provide a wide 
variety of interesting educational 
experiences and opportunities for 
children, then watch closely to see 
if the child enjoys them or not. If 
not, don’t force the issue. “The 
point is to provide the opportuni- 
ty, not to put the child under any 
pressure,” Lewis says, citing David 
Elkind’s work on the disadvan- 
tages of hurrying children. "Fol- 
low the child’s lead,” Lewis ad- 
vises. “If he’s interested in dino- 
saurs, but not arithmetic, then 
teach math using dinosaurs.” 

If you think your child may be 
gifted, have him or her tested. 
Like the New Brunswick clinic, 
many facilities make this testing 
available on a sliding-fee scale. 
“Recognizing that a child is gifted 


may help parents to avoid all sorts 
of problems,” says Lewis. For ex- 
ample, parents commonly try to 
distract young children, moving 
their attention away from objects 
or activities the parents don’t want 
them to touch or to do. This tactic 
doesn’t usually work with young 
gifted kids, however, who have 
powers of concentration rare for 
their age. Unaware of their gifts, 
parents may think the problem is 
the child's “one-track mind" and 
discipline him or her for being 
stubborn and persistent. 

Focus on what your child does 
well, not on what he or she does 
poorly or could do better. Being 
highly critical or demanding is 
more likely to reduce self-esteem 
than it is to inspire high per- 
formance in children, whether 
they're gifted or not. And no mat- 
ter how smart or talented a child 
turns out to be, he won't be able to 
shine unless he believes he can.

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pparently, nobody ever told Paul 
A McCartney you can’t go home again, 

so he had to learn the hard way how 
difficult that simple act can be. Last July, 
McCartney returned to Liverpool, the grimy 
English industrial seaport where he and the 
other Beatles grew up, to play a concert for 
more than 100,000 of his one-time neighbors. 
In the process, Paul McCart- 
ney came up with a show—as 
captured in this intimate 
special—which reveals a 
great deal about both himself 
and his music. 

Paul McCartney: Going 
Home is in no way your typi- 
cal rock video or concert 
special. It offers only a couple 
of full songs, and snatches of 
a handful more. Instead, the 
program focuses on McCart- 
ney as a workaday rock and 
roller, albeit one with spec- 
tacular means and ambition: 
Capable of building a hun- 
dred thousand seat concert 
venue when his old home- 
town proves to have no facili- 
ty capable of accommodating 
his full-scale stadium show, a 
show which had played 102 
stadiums around the world 
the previous year. 

Paul explains what's going 
on with deadpan Beatlesque 
irony: “We were going to do 
this little show in Liverpool, 
but then we thought they 
should get the full show we'd 
done around the rest of the 
world—so we had to hold out 
until we found a really good, 
exciting venue." What McCartney means is 
that he had to be willing to foot the massive 
construction bill for the facility at King's Dock 
on the bank of the River Mersey, even though 
the concert's proceeds went to Liverpool 
children's charities. 

This is not quite the behavior we've learned 
to expect from McCartney, whose public image 
is that of the Beatle with a shrewd business 
mind and a strictly pop sense of public respon- 
sibility, the man who wrote an ode in defense 
of "Silly Love Songs." But here, seeing him 
often backstage and in dressing room inter- 
views, he seems more relaxed and confident, 
as if the 18-month world tour that concluded 
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with this return to his roots left him energized 
instead of exhausted. (Paul McCartney: Going 
Home also features rare behind-the-scenes 
footage of McCartney's world tour perfor- 
mances in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and in 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil.) 

This time out, even the music is different— 
harder, more rocking. In the course of the tour,

Paul McCartney: Going Home takes you behind 
some of the scenes of his 1990 world tour 
—and his triumphant return to Liverpool.

McCartney finally gave himself permission, 20 
years after the dissolution of his old group, to 
sing Beatles songs. This immediately gave his 
show a massive increase in quality (as it would 
have done for anyone's). But the McCartney of 
1990 harkened back not only to childhood 
roots in Liverpool but to his initial music love 
affair—with rock & roll itself. 

Paul McCartney: Going Home centers on 
two concerts—the one in Liverpool, and a show 
held two nights earlier as a warmup in Glasgow, 
Scotland. The Glasgow show features a 
remarkable version of his huge U.K. hit, “Mull of 
Kintyre.” In the special, McCartney and his 
band—which featured a pair of Scottish 


guitarists, Robbie McIntosh and Hamish Stuart 
—are joined by a local bagpipe group. Adding 
a couple of dozen pipes and drummers to the 
already raucous rock sound make this “Mull” 
seem even more a contemporary Scottish 
anthem than the original. 

Clearly, McCartney chose Glasgow for his 
warm-up show (which was also a benefit for 
local charities) for the most 
personal reasons: Paul and 
his family now live most of 
the year on a Scottish farm. 
But whatever emotions he 
might have felt there were 
overwhelmed by the experi- 
ence of his return to Liver- 
pool, where he hadn't played 
a show since his 1979 tour 
with Wings. The interview 
footage in Paul McCartney: 
Going Home, like the music 
itself, finds McCartney in an 
unusually reflective, even 
nostalgic mood, as he com- 
pares old days and new, 
critical perceptions and audi- 
ence reactions, and discourses 
upon the relationship of grow- 
ing up in rough working class 
surroundings to eventual rock 
and roll stardom. He's a na- 
tive son whose roots still show, 
even after all these years, all 
that wealth, all those years 
away. (The Beatles moved 
from Liverpool to London in 
the first flush of their success, 
in 1963, and none of them 
has ever returned for long.) 

The shots of the crowd en- 
tering the makeshift stadium 
under a perfect brilliant blue 
sky for the show area tribute to what the Beatles 
did to liberate not just their hometown but the 
whole world stylistically, and McCartney feels 
their appeal to him in a special way because, as 
he notes, "half of them are my family." (At the 
press conference before the concert, he's 
shown greeting old school chums in the crowd 
from his perch on the podium.) 

The press conference offers the second 
reason for doing a Liverpool show; the arty 
kids of Britain's nothern cities who might have 
become the Beatles' successors have been left 
in the lurch after Britain's boom in the '80s. 
"There's a kind of movement among people in 
power to diminish the arts," comments legen- 


dary fifth Beatle George Martin, their record 
producer, as he explains that McCartney is 
donating much of the proceeds to building a 
new performing arts training school, modeled 
after the one in Fame, on the site of his alma 
mater, the Liverpool Institute. 

But McCartney's generosity extends beyond 
willingness to share the wealth—it encom- 
passes his concert itself. In other hands, the use 
of aJohn Lennon medley that features three of 
the greatest anthems the late Beatle wrote— 
“Strawberry Fields Forever,” “Help,” and “Give 
Peace a Chance"—might seem like rank ex- 
ploitation. But McCartney (who freely ac- 
knowledges his frequent "barneys"—rumbling 
disagreements—with his old songwriting part- 
ner) turns the medley into another means of 
giving: He offers up to Lennon and his songs 
the climax of the concert. 

This takes courage—McCartney has lived for 
years in Lennon's critical shadow. But it's also 
Paul's way of interpreting that music in light of 
his own contribution to the Beatles. For if John 
Lennon was the better generator of big ideas, it 
was McCartney who took those ideas and 
polished them into the biggest pop sensation 
history has ever known. It was part of Paul 
McCartney’s genius—and a part of it as signifi- 
cant as his method of cooking up memorable 
melodies—that he knew just how to hook the 
crowd, not with trash or tripe, but with the best 
and noblest parts. So when the crowd at the 
Liverpool concert takes the music away from 
him, continuing to sing “Give Peace a Chance” 
-after the band has finished with it, Paul McCart- 
ney gracefully bows to their demand, sits back 
down at the piano and joins them. 

If gestures like this weren't why we loved the 
Beatles, they should have been. There was 
nothing cynical or calculated about Paul 
McCartney that night in Liverpool. He was just 
the biggest, luckiest Beatles fan of all—and sav- 
vy enough, as he was in 1970, to know when 
he'd reached a pinnacle nobody could юр. So 
Paul McCartney: Going Home ends on a rare 
and exultant peak of emotion, as a kind of 
Beatles reunion that takes place in the enly 
place where it still can: In our hearts and im- 
aginations. And in his. ОЕ

| n 1939, Walt Disney secured the 
|| rights to make an animated film of 
| J.M. Barrie's classic novel and stage 
| play Peter Pan from the Great Or- 
: mond Street Hospital in London, 
England (Barrie had given the hospital the 
rights to his work in his will.) But securing the 
rights to Peter Pan marked only the first step in 
the long and arduous task of bringing Peter 
Pan to the silver screen. 

“It was 11 years before it 
finally went into produc- 
tion,” recalls Frank Thomas. 
Thomas, along with Ollie 
Johnston, is one of the sur- 
viving members of the group 
Walt called his “nine old 
men” of Disney animation. 
“He was working on it on 
and off,” adds Ollie John- 
ston. “In fact, he was work- 
ing on ideas for Peter Pan 
before he even began work 
on Snow White. 

“It sat there for a long time,” Johnston says. 
“Every now and then Frank and I would be 

‚ called into a meeting, and it seemed at last it was 
going into production. Then Walt would set it 
aside. There were a lot of pictures made before 
Walt found a way to tell that story, and that 
wasn't unusual. Walt would wait оп a project 
until he found the means to tell a story—and 
sometimes, like Alice in Wonderland—he never 
really found a way to tell the story.” 

When Peter Pan finally entered production, 
Walt Disney began by shooting a live-action 
film. Dancer Roland Dupree played Peter, and 
Hans Conreid, who created the voices of both 
Captain Hook and Wendy’s father Mr. Darling, 
portrayed Hook. “It was a way of communicating 
between Walt, the director, the storymen and

the animators,” says Johnston. “You certainly 
didn't trace that stuff. But you could look at old 
Don Barclay playing Mr. Smee and see what 
worked and what didn’t.” 

One of the crucial moments in creating Peter 
Pan was the casting—pairing the major char- 
acters with the animating directors. “Walt 
usually cast all the major roles himself,” says 
Thomas. “He was a genius at casting. Some-

times he would make a choice and people 
would wonder, ‘Why is he putting that guy on 
the character—he can’t do that.’ But Walt 
would see something in that person and hada 
way of talking to him and inspiring him. He 
seldom made an error.” 

For both Thomas and Johnston, their roles 
in animating Peter Pan were determined in a 
way that seems almost fortuitous. "I'm the 
‘sincere’ type of animator,” Thomas chuckles. 
“Walt had had me animate the Wicked Step- 
mother in Cinderella. Then on Alice in Wonder- 
land, my big character was the Queen of 
Hearts. Walt thought I would see something in 
that character, but I never did—I couldn't see 
what Ле saw in her. So nothing came of that 
and Walt wasn’t happy about it. But he decided 


to give me one more comic villain before re- 
turning me to the kid's stuff. That's how I got 
Captain Hook. When I heard the news, I said ‘Oh 
boy! There's a character I can get a hold of.” 

Originally Ollie Johnston was assigned to 
animate Wendy (a task which fell, along with 
animating Peter Pan, to Milt Kahl). "I was with 
Frank during the making of Alice,” Johnston 
recalls. "Walt came by and looked at the story 
wall in Frank's office. 'Did you 
do all these Alices?' Walt ask- 
ed me. I said yes. Walt said ‘I'll 
have to put you on Wendy.’ 
Frank immediately said ‘Oh, 
that will really kill him.' I 
would have hated to do Wen- 
dy after all those Alices." 

"Walt shot me one of those 
sharp looks of his," hoots 
Thomas. "Zap! Zing! Zing! 
Zing!" But Walt reconsidered 
and to Johnston fell the job of 
animating Captain Hook's 
hapless first mate Mr. Smee. 
The two animators were delighted with their 
vibrant, larger-than-life villains. 

“Hook motivates the action,” Thomas says, 
“but we had a lot of trouble with him. Some 
saw him as a very foppish sort of pirate, with 
his silks and satins and coats and hats. During 
the live-action film, when Hans Conreid had 
tried on the costumes, he struck this flam- 
boyant pose and said, ‘God! Wouldn't it be 
wonderful to always wear these clothes.’ His 
wife said, ‘But Darling, you always have.’ 

“We didn’t know which direction to go in,” 
Thomas adds. “Whether he should be a snarl- 
ing type of villain—the old Wallace Beery char- 
acter waving his hook around—or smooth and 
sinister and elegant. I floundered around quite 
a bit until I found some scenes that worked.

But the further we went, the more humor we 
saw in the character. 

"Then the storymen began putting in more 
humor and Walt picked up on it. It was Walt 
who put in those funny sequences, where 
Hook is chased by the crocodile after Skull 
Rock and crashes into it! ‘Back to the ship, Mr. 
Smee!' Bam! And Woolie Reitherman got to do 
all that stuff! And here I did all the other work. 
But it was probably a good choice." 

“I think it would have been wrong to make 
Hook a completely funny personality through- 
out the picture," says Johnston. "The audience 
wouldn't have taken him seriously. You had to 
have those sincere moments of villainy for the 
audience to accept the chase scene. By then it's 
right: who wouldn't do anything to escape from 
being eaten by that crocodile? It's slapstick, and 
it wouldn't be worth anything if it wasn't set up. 
By the same token, I wouldn't have handled 
Smee so broadly at the beginning. Smee has to 
be believable too—as when he rows the Little 
Indian Girl around or tries to get the informa- 
tion out of Tinker Bell. The character has to be 
believable for the funny bits to truly work." 

Despite the success of Peter Pan, both 
Thomas and Johnston are convinced that, to- 
day, they could do a better job. It's not false 
modesty, but as Thomas puts it, "It always 
seemed that the last scenes of the picture were 
the ones where you were finally on-target with 
the character." "And a year later," Johnston adds, 
“you'd want to go back and change it all. Га like 
to put more thought into what I did. If only you 
could see everything you were going to work on 
in a picture," he says, "before you did anything 
at all, instead of just seeing it in sequences." 

“Peter Pan is a complicated story, really," 
sighs Thomas. "It seems so simple and direct. 
But who are all those characters—Nana in the 
nursery, the mermaids, the Indians, the lost 
boys and the pirates? There were lots of won- 
derful things you could do with those char- 
acters, but then before you knew it, there was 
too much of Nana. You had to try and keep 
things in proportion. I always would have liked 
more pirates, myself. But then, what would you 
have to give up? The mermaids, the Indians?" 

Ollie Johnston points out, "Frank and I were 
always concerned with not doing things just to 
be funny. We wanted the humor to come out of 
the characters and the situations. Because 
that’s the richest type of humor there is. That's 
the type of thing that makes animation rich. 
We always wanted acting, not action. That is 
the essence of outstanding character develop-
